officially as a disease by boards 
of health. 
Yet it not only kills 
more people, but is the greatest 
single cause of disability. 
High 
blood 
pressure 
disables 
nearly 
one-third more persons annually 
than do accidents. 
Dr. Page, director of the Lilly 
Clinic, Indianapolis City hospital, 
is one of the best known scien­ 
tific investigators of high blood 
p essure. 
He says 
th at 
when pressure 
rises much above 140 it is con­ 
sidered abnormal. But at 
this 
point there is an astonishing an­ 
gle: A reading of 280 is consider­ 
ed 
ex ceptionally high; yet some 
persons are able to stand such a 
pressure for many years.
